Pacifica,  New  York.   They  examine 
what  happens  when  people  get  cancer; 
they  explore  the  medical  and  scien- 
tific aspects  of  treatment:  they  inves- 
tigate current  research. 

This  series  is  not  an  attempt  to  deal 
with  every  aspect  of  treatment  and 
cure.  There  are  many  controversial 
cancer  therapies  that  these  programs 
do  not  cover.  *

The  Central  Intelligence  Agency 

In  our  continuing  search  into  the  laby- 
rynths  of  what  is  termed   the  "intel- 
ligence establishment,"  we  bring  you 
a  teach-Iri  style  conference  held  in 
the  spring  of  1975  at  Yale  University. 
Some  of  the  most  outspoken  parti- 
cipants ^ere  ex-officials  of  the  various 
national  security  agencies,  and  familiar 
voices  to  KPFK  listeners. 

In  addition  to  operating  four  stations 
and  adding  a  new  one  this  spring  in 
Washington  (WPFW-FM),  Pacifica 
maintains  a  program  distribution 
service  that  sends  the  work  of  its 
stations  to  affiliate  radio  stations 
throughout  the  country. 

Occasionally  this  process  is  reversed, 
and  the  affiliate  station  produces  a 
program  or  series  that  is  made  avail- 
able to  the  Pacifica  Stations.   The 
series  on  the  CIA  comes  from  WWUH- 
FM  in  Hartford,  Connecticut.   Spe- 
cific program  listings  appear  in  the 
Folio  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  af- 
ternoons at  about  3pm  and    Mon- 
day evenings  at  7pm.

These  quotations,  from  two  of  Amer- 
ica's great  19th  Century  literary 
figures,  outline  for  me  the  two  poles 
of  the  American  musical  experience. 
The  sheer  size  and  sweep  of  the 
new  land  and  the  diversity  of  its  set- 
tlers demanded  an  all-embracing 
universality,  but  pioneers  (in  what- 
ever sense)  are  first  of  all  indivi- 
duals, and  often  lonely  ones  at 
that.    The  working-out  of  this  con- 
flict among  the  practitioners  of  the 
sonic  arts  for  the  past  250  years 
or  so  is  the  subject  for  a  series  of 
programs  I  have  titled  Music  In  A 

New  Found  Land,  after  the  percep- 
tive and  illuminating  book  of  the 
same  name  by  the  English  musico- 
logist Wilfrid  Mellers.    Throughout 
1976  you'll  hear  music  by  some 
well-known  names  —  Charles  Ives, 
Aaron  Copland,  George  Gershwin  - 
and  some  (undeservedly)  not-so-well- 
known  —  William  Billings,  Anthony 
Philip  Heinrich,  Henry  Cowell. 
Music,  being  a  more  technical  art 
than  literature,  did  not  reach  its 
full  flower  on  these  shores  until 
the  20th  Century;  therefore  with 
respect  to  quantity  there  will  be 
more  music  of  the  last  60  years 
than  of  earlier  periods.    But  the 
unique  and  highly  pleasurable  con- 
tributions of  Stephen  Foster,  Louis 
Moreau  Gottschalk,  Edward  Mac- 
Dowell,  and  even  John  Philip 
Sousa  and  Victor  Herbert  will  not 
be  neglected.    I  hope  that  by 
listening  you  will  be  educated,  en- 
tertained, and  maybe  even  enligh- 
tened.

In  1966  when  I  left  England  to  make 
my  home  in  the  United  States,  high 
on  my  list  of  reasons  was  the  desire 
to  get  closer  to  the  source  of  the 
music  which  had  taken  such  a  hold 
of  me  in  the  previous  few  years  — 
the  blues.    In  the  ten  years  since  then, 
I  have  travelled  all  over  the  country 
collecting  records,  meeting  and  lis- 
tening to  performers  of  the  blues 
and  gaining  many  happy  and  ex- 
citing memories. 

In  my  regular  program  I  hope  to  share 
some  of  this  absorbing  love  of  the 
music  with  my  listeners  as  well  as 
demonstrating  the  profound  depth, 
beauty  and  sophistication  which  is 
a  part  of  this  uniquely  Afro-American 
folk  music  form. 

In  the  past  I  have  featured  live  guests 
from  time  to  time  who  talk  about 
their  lives  and  music  and  perform  in 
the  studio  for  my  listeners.   These 
guests  have  included  such  fine  per- 
formers as  Johnny  Shines,  Thomas 
Shaw  &  Eddie  Taylor  and  I  hope  to 
continue  this  feature  in  the  future.
